Report of School Board, 1902-1903. 





The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
Town Hall, on Saturday evening, March 15, 1902. At seven 
o’clock the meeting was called to order by Charles E. Smith, mod- 
erator, then proceeded to transact business. Officers for the en- 
suing year were chosen and qualified. Charles E. Smith, moder- 
ator; Frank C. Neal, clerk; Mrs. Clara E. Paul, treasurer; Frank 
C. Neal, auditor. Charles E. Smith was re-elected member of the 
School Board for the next three years. The School Board pre- 
sented the annual report, which was accepted and adopted. 

The School Board, in organizing, divided the work as follows: 
George L. Chase, committee on finance and repairs; Charles E. 
Smith, on Piscassic school; Mary C. Fitts, on superintendence, text 
books and school supplies. The selectmen were authorized to 
enumerate the children of school age in town, and the teachers of 
the previous term were re-elected. Miss Isophene/K. Dow for the 
Grammar school; Miss Harriet E. Sanborn for the Sub-Grammar ; 
Miss Sadie A. Jones, Primary; Miss Lillia M. Hurd, Piscassic. 

The Spring term of each of the schools commenced March 31, 
and closed June 20; 12 weeks in length. Fall term commenced 
September 8, closed December 13; 14 weeks in length. Winter 
term commenced January 5, closed February 13; 6 weeks in 
length. Total for the year, 32 weeks for each school. 

The work of grading the schools, begun last year, is progressing 
as fast as circumstances will permit. A prescribed course of study 
will be adopted for each school as soon as the pupils can be classi- 
fied sufficiently to reach a standard for each grade. During the 
last year there has been a marked improvement in the interest and 
work of the pupils in the schools. Great credit is due the teachers 
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for their enthusiasm, energy and constant faithfulness. Very little 
change in text books. Montgomery’s American Histories have 
been substituted in part for Barnes’; the New Franklin Arithmetic, 
Book II, in the Grammar school, is now supplementary to Went- 
worth’s, and each school is supplied with supplementary reading, 
according to the need. ‘The public and school libraries are made 
increasingly helpful in connection with the work of the pupils. 

Special Days. Friday afternoon, April 11, Rev. Mr. Locke gave 
a very interesting and instructive talk to the Grammar and Sub- 
Grammar schools, taking them, with maps in hand, on an imagin- 
ary trip across the continent from Boston to San Francisco, as he 
reviewed the trip which he made a few months before. The recre- 
ations of May Day occurred on Arbor Day. ‘The schools, as usual, 
participated in the exercises of Memorial Day. ‘Their efforts were 
of marked interest and high order. Piscassic school had Memorial 
exercises, very interesting and appropriate, the day previous. The 
afternoon before Thanksgiving Day, Miss Sanborn’s school enjoyed 
a social hour, with appropriate readings, recitations, songs, pop 
corn and apples. December 11, the Grammar school illustrated 
excellent work in language and literature by recitations and read- 
ings from Whittier’s Snow-Bound, and essays on the author and 
his poem. McKinley’s and Lincoln’s birthdays were appropriately 
observed by some of the schools. 

Gifts. A fine, large photograph of the “ Acropolis, Athens,” has 
been presented to the Sub-Grammar school by Miss Harriet A. 
Paul. A large colored engraving, “The Black Valley Railroad,” 
illustrating the need of scientific temperance instruction, has been 
presented to the schools by Mrs. Mary C. Fitts. With much 
interest and promptness the pupils of the Grammar school sold a 
sufficient number of booklets giving the story of ‘Abe, the War 
Eagle,’’ to secure a large picture of this historic bird, a fit com- 
panion for our beautiful flag. 

Examinations and Exhibitions. From time to time members 
of the School Board and others have carefully observed oral and 
written examinations, especially during the closing weeks of the 
terms of school, always with much pleasure and satisfaction; even 
in the Primary school, their quickness in number work, carefulness 
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in reading are very commendable. Piscassic school had a variety 
of interesting exercises at the close of the Spring and Fall terms, 
acquitting themselves very creditably, as usual. At the close of the 
school year, June 20, all the schools united in a pleasing exhibition 
' of dialogues, recitations and songs; after these the schools and 
friends were favored with a remarkably interesting and instructive 
address on education by Prof. A. B. Crawford, Principal of New- 
market High School.
